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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's arguments filed on January 29, 2007 have been found to be 
persuasive. Applicants' claimed invention is directed to a method for esterifying a fatty 
acid, an oil or a fat by dispersion of low alcohols using a dispersion machine to creat a 
dispersion form having a globule size between about 1 ^im and 50 ^m. In contrast the 
Ergun reference teaches a process for esterifying a fatty acid using low molecular 
weight alcohol by emulsifying the reactant. Emulsification inherently causes long or 
infinite separation, whereas the dispersion process of the present invention allows for 
rapid phase separation. Furthermore, the Ergun reference does not discloses any 
globule size at all. Therefore, one ordinary skill in the art would not be motivated to 
modify the Ergun emulsification 's process to arrive at a dispersion process. There is no 
motivation to do so.
